4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is agreed 
that in Borelly when the nozzle sprays the agent, the wires have already been in the 
pre-spread condition in the spraying region and the liquid sprayed onto the spaced apart 
wires bond the roving together in the molding nozzle 48 (See Applicant's 
remarks/Arguments page 8-9 and reference to Borelly column 15, lines 40-42 for the 
teaching that liquid is sprayed using injection nozzle 58 on the spaced apart wires). 
Borelly or prior art of record does not disclose or suggest an apparatus for producing 
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polymer-coated, metal coated fibers comprising, among others, at least one sprayer 
nozzle including a plurality of orifices for spreading each metal-coated fiber of the roving 
without making contact with each of metal coated fiber of the roving, wherein molten 
polymer is ejected in a manner sufficient to forcibly spread the metal-coated fibers 
without removal of the metal-coating therefrom.
